A majority of the trustees 
had earlier proceeded to have 
plans drawn on the assum p­ 
tion that the new hall would 
be financed out of surplus wa­ 
ter and sewer funds plus rev­ 
enue from the old site. 
Following protests by citi­

The patient m ay be hospital­ 
ized in the hospital where the 
em ergency 
treatm ent

given or he m ay be taken to 
another hospital,

upon the wishes of the patient 
and the staff m em bership of

The patient receives a bill 
from the hospital for services 
rendered by hospital employ­ 
ees. This bill includes charg­ 
es for X-rays, special band­

The 
conveniences

such an arrangem ent are ob­ 
vious. Should the electrical 
system be heavily taxed and 
a fuse blown, only a single 
home is affected. 
The indiivduality and land­ 
scaping artistry of the patios, 
which 
open 
from 
a sliding 
glass windowall in the fam i­ 
ly-dining areas, 
further 
re­ 
flect this trend toward pri­ 
vacy. Tall evergreen plant­ 
ings

Board of Realtors, affiliated 
with the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards, has 
given realtors a strong organ­ 
ization and has assured vil­ 
lages of ethical practices, in 
the real estate business. 
Founded in 1945, 
the sub­ 
urban board first had only 15 
or 20 members. 
As 
late as 
January, 
1959, 
the 
group 
claimed only 
196 
members. 
There are 440 members now, 
according 
to president 
M. 
Edward Smith, 
221 Wilshire, 
Arlington Heights.

“ THIS IS largely due to the 
fact that realtors are now re­ 
quired to have all their sales­ 
men belong to the 
associa­ 
tion," explains Smith. 
“Although this 
may sound 
un-democratic, it is the best 
way of assuring 
that sales­ 
men, as well as their bosses, 
will follow the code of ethics 
set up by the board," Smith 
continued. 
The code of ethics 
forms 
the m ajor part of the group’s 
governing process. “ Violators 
may be ousted from the as­ 
sociation and are then prohib­ 
ited from advertising 
them­ 
selves as realtors."

THE TITLE of realtor is a 
copywrited term 
which may 
be claimed only by members 
of the 
national 
association, 
which works through local 
boards such as the Northwest 
Suburban Board of Realtors. 
“This right has been tested 
in the courts, some real es­ 
tate men preferring to fight 
it out in the 
courts 
rather 
than lose the title of 
‘real­ 
tor, ‘ ” Smith informs. 
The code 
of ethics 
deals 
with all aspects 
of the real 
estate business, providing in­ 
structions 
for the 
realtors’ 
professional growth as well as 
outlining acceptable 
and un­ 
acceptable practices. 
According to the code, real­ 
tors “ should not 
be 
instru­ 
m ental in introducing into a 
| neighborhood a character of 
: property 
or use which will 
clearly 
be 
detrim ental 
to 
property values in that neigh­ 
borhood.” 
He should see “ that finan­ 
cial obligations and commit­ 
ments regarding real estate 
transactions are in writing," 
that “he charges for his serv­ 
ices only such fees as are fair 
and reasonable, 
and in ac­ 
cordance with local practice 
in sim ilar transactions."

THE REALTOR "should not 
undertake 
to make 
an ap­ 
praisal 
that is outside 
the 
field of his experience," or 
“submit or advertise proper­ 
ty without authority, and in 
any offering, the price quot­ 
ed should not be other than

He should seek “ no unfair 
advantage 
over 
his

ANSWERS TO these ques­ 
tions vary. Some are simple, 
others complicated, and still 
others cloaked in ambiguity. 
Judge Harrington’s ruling has 
caused suburban g o v e r n - 
ments to give renewed consid­ 
eration to the age-old prob­ 
lem of procurring lands for 
public use. 
Most of the northwest sub­ 
urbs have ordinances regu­ 
lating

subdivision 
of 
lands. Most of the ordinances 
require a builder to dedicate 
a percentage of his property 
for public use. 
Wheeling’s subdivision con­

rate of at least five per cent 
of the area, but not more 
than IO per cent of any sub­ 
division containing more than 
five lots.’’ 
The 
Wheeling 
ordinance 
further provides that “if the 
dedication of land in the par­ 
ticular instance shall not be 
practicable or beneficial, the 
board of trustees shall de­ 
termine or accept in lieu of 
a dedication of land any other 
consideration of not less than 
the value of the land which 
wrould otherwise have been 
dedicated.’’♦ * * 
THIS 
DEMAND 
for 
the 
dedication of land prompted 
DiMucci to file his suit. Di-1 
Mucci’s lawyers argued the 
ordinance contemplates the 
taking of private property 
for public use without just 
compensation and is there­ 
fore 
unconstitutional. 
The 
court agreed. 
Mt. Prospect and Wheeling 
are not the only area villages 
employing 
the 
subdivision 
control ordinances. Addison, 
Arlington 
Heights, 
Bensen­ 
ville, Hoffman Estates, Pala­ 
tine and Rolling Meadows al­ 
so have them. Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage is drafting one now. 
Though they don’t at the 
present time use 
the ordi­ 
nance in its written form, the 
villages of 
Itasca, 
Roselle 
and Wood Dale do demand 
land 
dedication 
and other 
concessions from builders. 
School districts, hardest hit 
by tile DiMucci suit outcome, 
have already bonded them­ 
selves to the hilt to keep up 
with the heavy demands of 
growing families in expand­ 
ing subdivisions. School dis­ 
tricts have felt the squeeze in 
their educational budgets be­ 
cause of the lag in tax as­ 
sessments collection and the 
distribution 
pro c e d u r e s 
caused by the archaic state 
revenue code. 
Only two factors have an- 
abled schools to meet the de­ 
mand. 
One 
is 
cooperation 
from 
builders. 
The 
other, 
much more effective, is the 
village 
ordinance 
requiring 
dedication. Now the latter is 
gone and the former made 
weaker than before. 
* 
* 
* 
THE BUILDER’S obligation 
to the village, its arms of 
government, and its people is 
now a moral question. There 
is no legal argument left for 
the taxing bodies. Therefore, 
cooperation between builder 
and village takes on great 
importance. 
In Hoffman Estates, the 
F & S Construction company 
has donated 
sites and com­ 
plete schools. This epitomizes 
the cooperative attitude. But 
the prevailing philosophy of 
the builder today seems to 
be “promise everything and 
think it over later.’’ 
To cite this less desirable 
attitude, we point to a sub­ 
division at Wheeling’s west 
boundary. The builder agreed 
to donate school sites to the 
village, but only after a cer­ 
tain amount 
of 
time 
had 


passed. The school district, 
being called upon to accom­ 
modate the influx of the sub­ 
division’s c h i l d r e n , 
was 
forced to buy land, not being 
able to wait the two or three 
years stipulated in the agree­ 
ment. 
Another example was the 
same builder’s promise to 
pay the school district $175 
for each home built and oc­ 
cupied. This is not an overly 
generous offer to begin with. 
After deciding they weren’t 
making as much money as 
fast as possible, however, the 
builder re-negotiated with the 
school district and came out 
with an agreemnt to donate 
only $75 per home. 
* 
* 
* 
SO, THE BUILDER has ob­ 
ligations. His obligations to 
the village consist mainly in 
adhering to requirements of 
lot size, water and sewer fa­ 
cilities, 
street and 
paving 
standards, and construction 
codes. His obligations to the 
school and park districts con­ 
sist of making land available, 


possibly dedicating it free of 
cost. 
His 
obligations 
to 
the 
people consist of making sure 
he meets his obligations to 
the village and school and 
park districts. 
The 
people 
suffer when a builder shirks 
responsibility. 
How far can the village go 
in laying down the ground 
rules for housing and indus­ 
trial developments? The an­ 
swer here is the same as it 
was before the DiMucci de­ 
cision. 
The village has not changed 
its requests. The difference 
comes in the village’s abil­ 
ity to enforce its demands. 
No longer can the village de­ 
mand; it must now ask, and 
with a smile. It’s up to the 
builder to decide what will 
be done. 
* 
* 
* 
OF COURSE, the village 
can simply refuse to annex 
or 
approve 
a 
subdivision, 
thereby forcing the builder 
to comply. 
But this too has 
been ruled illegal, though it’s 


a speculative matter varying 
with local circumstances. The 
irony of the problem is that 
the builder is able to prom 
ise to meet all requests, get 
what he wants from the mu­ 
nicipality, and then back out 
of the agreement. 
The village must go ahead 
and ask for what it thinks 
is right. Then, after a period 
of 
waiting, 
trustees 
and 
school 
officials 
are tossed 
onto pins and needles waiting 
to see if agreements are kept. 
It’s a cat-and-mouse game. 
Where does the taxpayer 
stand? In the cold. All John 
Q. Taxpayer can do is elect 
the most intelligent, far-sight­ 
ed public officials possible 
and then keep 
crossd 
fin­ 
gers. The hope is that those 
elected will be able to work 
with builders. 
The taxpayer’s 
stake 
in 
the agreements with builders 
is that of tax money. If the 
builder fails to assist in pro­ 
viding schools for his subdi­ 
vision’s children, the other 
residents pick up the tab. The 
same goes for parks, streets, 
sewers, and other public im­ 
provements. 
It is assumed the state Su­ 
preme 
court 
will 
uphold 
Judge Harrington’s decision 
in the DiMucci suit. If so, it 
will be possible for developers 
to build thousands of homes 
with little or no provisions 
for the education or recrea­ 
tion of the people that buy 
them. 
There is an obligation on 
the part of the builder to see 
for his people. Where the line 
is to be drawn would differ 
with each community. In a 
case where homes are raised 
in strictly rural areas having 
only 
country 
schools, 
the 
builder would have a greater 
obligation to assist than in 
an area which already has a 
large school system. 
* 
* 
* 
LEGISLATIVE a t t e m p t s 
have been made to clarify 
the builder’s moral respon­ 
sibility. So far the attempts 
have been futile. Keener de­ 


bate may be forthcoming in 
the Illinois General Assembly 
next year. 
Right now the prevailing 
philosophy of northwest sub­ 
urban communities is to deal 
in good faith with builders and 
hope the consideraton is re­ 
turned. This has always been 


the best way to do business, 
new philosophy is going to 
bear fruit.

Farm Installment Buying 
Pros, Cons in Pamphlet 


Millions of Americans buy 
various goods on the install­ 
ment plan, but many farm ers 
don’t realize that the same 
idea can be applied to buying 
or selling farm land. 
In a circular just publish­ 
ed by the University of Illin­ 
ois college of agriculture, N. 
G. P. Krausz reported some 
advantages and disadvantages 
of the installment land con­ 
tract. 
For the buyer, this method 
offers a low down payment. 
Installments are often about 
the same as rent. The buyer 
can safely make permanent 
improvements, 
since he ex­ 
pects to obtain legal title. All 
profits go to the buyer, and 
interest rates may be lower. 
Sellers may be able to save 
on income and estate taxes. 
They also retain part of the 
investment in the farm for a 
time. 
Regular installm e n t 
payments 
may represent a 
desirable annuity for retire­ 
ment. The interest on the un­ 
paid balance also provides in­ 


come. A land contract is es­ 
pecially useful for transfer­ 
ring land within a family.

CHANGES IN land values,

According to Dr. Jack Chil­ 
dress of Northwestern Univer­ 
sity, an expert in school and 
population studies, the popu­ 
lation growth in the north­ 
western suburban area 
will 
continue. 
He stressed “The 
only conclusion you can come 
to is that school districts in 
that area should anticipate 
they may be entirely built up 
with homes and start now to 
get school sites accordingly."

HESE ARE PROSPEROUS TIMES. Con­ 
sumption of consumer goods is at an all 
time high. Down Chicago’s Seaway and 
across Illinois’ Tollroads our necessities and 
our luxuries are moved in mountainous quanti­ 
ties. Chicago, hub of the Midwest, is billed as 
the City of Promise; still a booming town with 
work for all. Residents of Illinois rank seventh 
in per capita income in the United States. 


But there is another Illinois, another Chi­ 
cago. In mining communities and on marginal 
farms there is despair. There are small town 
people without hope because their communities 
are without hope. 
In Chicago, thousands of aged huddle 
alone in out-of-the-way places, vegetating. Be­ 
wildered mothers, husbands out of work, fight 
to hold their families together. The story of 
these people will be told in a series of six pic­ 
ture pages. This is the first.

On Chicago’s north side, in the shadows of Gold 
Coast penthouses, a seven-year-old boy sits naked in 
the middle of a bed, staring wide eyed and quizzical­ 
ly at the activity going on about him. He is for the 
moment quiet as he listens to his father explain in 
hushed tones that “my boy is sick.” 
The “sick” boy’s thick black hair partially cov­ 
ers a large callus on his forehead, the result of bang­ 
ing his head against the wall. Given to violent out­ 
bursts, he may m utilate himself or loose his inno­ 
cent fury on one of his four brothers and sisters, 
who, with his mother and father, share one small 
room. 
The father, his handsome features lined by fa­ 
tigue and worry, explains his son has been on a state 
mental hospital waiting list for over a year. 
“I told them at the hospital I would work for 
them for nothing if they would take my boy. They 
have to take my boy,” the father says, his voice 
tightening with despair. 
The despair is deepened by the knowledge that 
there is little work he is capable of doing. A former 
circus performer, he no longer has the agility for ac­ 
robatics, and he knows no other trade. He hasn’t 
worked for eight months. 
At the other end of the state in southern Illinois, 
a little old lady is on her knees. She is stuffing rags in 
holes in the wralls and floor of her S8 a month, two- 
room apartment to keep out the coming winter cold. 
Her husband, before he died, was a leading cit­ 
izen in the town of Highland. Everything went with 
the depression. Though in her late sixties, she isn’t 
eligible for social security. Too proud to let the towns­ 
people know7 of her plight, she finally wrote her state 
legislator in desperation and got on a public aid roll. 
In affluent Evanston, one of the nation’s rich­ 
est suburbs, there is another little old lady. This one 
passes the day sitting by a window, surrounded by 
African violets. 
Occasionally she starts, grows tense, and strains 
her head at the window as the object of her vigil 
comes into view. It’s a funeral procession. “I sit here 
every day and watch for them,” she’ll tell you. 
Poor and alone, she adds, “I envy the person be­ 
ing buried.” 
On Chicago’s teeming Southside, a young Negro, 
strong and alert, notes with embarrassment that heil 
be glad to get off relief. He will, he says, take any sort 
of job that will let him feed his wife and 13 children. 
If it wasn’t for “that machine,” he ruefully 
notes, he’d still be on the job. “That machine” was 
brought into the steel mill five months ago. It re­ 
placed six men. 
“I’m out every day looking, checking construc­ 
tion jobs, anything that’ll pay me enough to support 
my family,” says this victim of automation. He’s 
full of hope and confident heil soon find a job. 
There’s less hope in the weary words of a 46- 
year-old ex-coal miner in Franklin county. A miner 
for 24 years, he was recently replaced by a mechan­ 
ical loader. 
He notes he’s a high school graduate, but no one 
will hire him. He knows nothing but mining, a skill 
that once earned him $24 a day. 
In 1945 Franklin county’s 26 mines employed 14,- 
000 people. Today 800 workers serve the four re­ 
maining mines. 
In Pulaski county, a line snakes its w?ay up the 
main street of the town of Mounds. Watching the 
sodden, slow’ shuffle of feet, one wanders if the clock 
was stopped 30 years ago. 
It’s a commodity distribution line, a jet age 
version of the soup line. Under a federal program, 
cornmeal, dried milk, rice, beans, flour, and lard are 
distributed to the citizenry in what one local ob­ 
server terms “the biggest business in town.” 
Public aid is, in fact, the major industry in Pulas-

ki county, where 30 per cent of the population parti­ 
cipates in various relief programs with another 30 per 
cent deriving its support from those dependent up­ 
on aid. 
In East St. Louis 4,500 persons mill about at the 
commodity depot, waiting for their “pokefull” of rice 
and other surplus foods. 
Commodities of a different kind are needed by a 
28-year-old mother of five who traded her Kentucky 
mountains for Chicago’s canyons. 
She worries over badly-needed warm clothing for 
her school age children. 
Deserted by her husband a year after the fami­ 
ly’s arrival in Chicago, the mother’s aid to dependent 
children allowance makes no provision for major 
items of clothing such as overcoats. Out of her $249.85 
allotment she must pay $76 for a small bedroom and 
kitchen. 
Lean and angular, she balances a three-year-old 
on her hip and tells you, “Chicago’s kind of hard 
cause I wasn’t raised in the city.” 
“We only been here six years, but it seems like a 
thousand,” she sighs. 
Who are the poor? The old, the young, the 
newcomer, the oldtimer, the urban dweller, the 
farmer, the black, the brown, the white, the skilled, 
unable to work because of sickness or new ma­ 
chines, the unskilled, unable to work because there 
is no work. 
There are those unaccustomed to poverty, who 
scrawl on their relief applications, “I promise to re­ 
pay.” And there are those for whom poverty has be­ 
come a tradition, passed from one generation to the 
next. Their fathers were poor, and their fathers be­ 
fore them, and so will be their children, and their chil­ 
dren after them. 
Who are the poor? They are the more than half 
million people in Illinois for whom shelter, food, and 
clothing are constant question marks.

Feed often 
accounts 
for 
two-thirds of the total cost of 
producing eggs according to 
Cook county 
farm 
adviser 
Carl F. Mees. But with to­ 
day’s 
cost - price 
squeeze, 
poultrymen 
should 
cut this 
figure to one-half, he said. 


Understanding 
the 
many 
things 
that 
influence 
feed 
costs can help to reduce them. 
The birds that lay the most 
eggs eat the most feed, but 
they also use their feed most 
efficiently. So feed costs fall 
as egg yields rise. 
Large hens eat more than 
small 
hens. 
So poultrymen 
should 
select the 
smallest 
possible hen that lays the size 
of egg they want — provided 
she is a good layer and has 
the other qualities they are 
looking for. 


Price of feed has a strong 
influence, of course. But that 
price alone may be mislead­ 
ing. 
It’s price 
of feed per 
dozen eggs that counts. 
Feed prices can be reduced 
by I.) buying in bulk, 2.) buy­ 
ing on a volume 
scale, 3.) 
using more home - g r o w n 
grains and 4.) not feeding un­ 
necessary antibiotics. 
Other items that influence 
the feed cost in egg produc­ 
tion are feed wastage, 
rats, 
mice, sparrows, calories in 
the feed, quality of the feed, 
feeding methods, season of the 
year, diseases, parasites and 
egg size.

Prices for fat cattle seem 
likely to average $1.50 
t o 
$2 a hundred pounds lower in 
1961 than in 1960. Here 
is 
why: 
Farm ers and ra n c h e r s 
have been building up their 
herds for three years. The y 
started with 93.3 m i l l i o n 
head. They added 3 million 
the first year, 5 million the 
second, and are adding about 
3 million again this year. 
Slaughter 
b e g a n 
to in­ 
crease in November of last 
year and has since been run­ 
ning about 7 per cent higher 
than a year before. 
Largely as a result of this 
increased slaughter of cattle, 


prices for choice steers have 
averaged about $2 a hundred 
pounds lower in 1960 tha n 
they did in 1959.

BUT THE slaughter of cat­ 
tle and calves still has not 
caught up with production on 
ranches and farms. We are 
adding another 3 mi 11 i o n 
head to herds this year. Cat­ 
tle numbers are catching up 
with their feed supply. Be­ 
sides that, the decline in cat­ 
tie prices makes 
the busi­ 
ness less 
attractive 
as 
a 
m aker of profits. So we look 
for a smaller increase in cat­ 
tle numbers next year, and 
a greater sale of cattle for 


We are now in the midst 
of National Fire Prevention 
Week. 
In the proclamation 
issued 
by President 
Eisen­ 
hower, 
he calls upon “our 
people to promote program s 
for the prevention and control 
of fires” and urges state and 
local 
governments, 
public 
services and farm organiza­ 
tions to participate. 
During the 1950’s farm fire 
losses increased 37 per cent. 
One-third of this increase oc­ 
curred in 1958. Farm property 
losses from fire last year were 
about $175 million. 
Fire 
prevention 
week is 
especially im portant for farm 
families since fire equipment 
is not always 
available 
to 
fight fires. Most farm fires 
are caused by such unneces­ 
sary practices as carelessness 
with matches, improper use 
of flammable liquids, misuse 
of 
electricity, 
inadequate 
lightning protection, and de­ 
fective chimneys, stoves and 
furnaces. The prevention of 
fire is easy; the results of fire 
are both costly 
and deadly. 
Let’s take tim e to fireproof 
our farm practices and keep 
them that way all year long. 
WHAT CAN you do to help 
eliminate fires on your prop­ 
erty and keep tragic losses 
at a minimum? The most im­ 
portant thing is 
not to give 


fires a place to start. Others 
are: 
1. Know how to call your 
fire department. 
2. Make sure the entire fam ­ 
ily knows at least two ways 
to escape from every room. 
3. When leaving children at 
home, 
leave 
them 
with a 
trained sitter. 
4. Don’t wait until after the 
fire to check fire hazards on 
your place. See that every­ 
thing is in good repair now. 
The final reckoning of the 
cost of the Chicago fire of 
1871 was $168,000,000. Present­ 
ly in this nation we are burn­ 
ing up $168,000,000 worth of 
property almost 
every 
six 
weeks. Each day fire destroys 
or dam ages 1,525 homes, 105 
industrial plants, 149 stores, 
l l churches, l l schools, and 
four 
hospitals 
according to 
National Fire Protection as­ 
sociation records. F ar more 
tragic is the annual toll of 
more than 11,000 lives lost to 
fire. This record is the m eas­ 
ure of our apathy about lire 
hazards. 
This community can make 
fire protection meaningful if 
all of us decide that fire pre­ 
vention is our job too, and that 
individually and together we 
can do our part to correct the 
present record. Let’s do our 
part!

So Federal Controls

For more than 50 years, commencing with passage 
of a comprehensive Food and Drug Act in 1906, the 
Federal Government has played an increasingly im­ 
portant role in protecting consumers against harmful 
foods and drugs. 
During the same time there has been a marked in­ 
crease in the use of chemi­ 
cals in foods. And more re­ 
cently a virtual b r e a k - 
through in the use of chem­ 
icals in agricultural pro­ 
duction has taken place, 
both to protect crops and live­ 
stock and to stimulate growth 
in m eat animals. 
Consequently, the Food and 
Drug Act has been revised 
and amended many times to 
keep federal control and pro­ 
tection abreast of develop­ 
ments. The interests of con­ 
sumers and agricultural pro­ 
ducers have been kept more 
or less in balance through the 
establishment of t o l e ranees 
for those poisonous chemicals 
that leave residues on such 
p r o d u c t s as fruit, berries, 
vegetables and grain. Allow­ 
ing these tolerances is an ex- 
c e p tion to the general re­ 
quirement of the law that 
poisonous and deleterious sub- 


bestrol) and others.

SOURCE OF the controver­ 
sy under this amendment is 
t h e so-c a i l e d “D e I a n y 
Clause,” which states that “no 
additive shall be deemed to 
be safe if it is found to induce 
cancer when ingested by man 


or animal, or if it is found, 
a f t e r tests which are ap­ 
propriate for the evaluation of 
the safety of food additives, 
to induce cancer in man or 
anim al.” 
Strict interpretation of this 
clause could virtually rule out 
use of nearly all growth stim ­ 
ulants. This was certainly not 
the intent of the law —so now 
it remains for the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare to work out safe but rea­ 
sonable applications of the 
law so that b o t h the health 
and the pocketbook of the con­ 
sumer can be protected.

However, only 13 per cent of 
the men and 6.5 per cent of 
the women said they had a 
cough “over a period of 
many years.”

date. Such people could be 
advised to see their doctors

Suburb Officials Should 
Voice Zoning Code Views 


Copies of a proposed new C o o k 
county subdivision manual have been 
submitted to the county board of com­ 
missioners. Public hearings on the new 
code will likely begin shortly after next 
month’s election. 
When adopted the new subdivision 
ordinance will cover nearly 400 square 
miles of unincorporated areas and will 
affect a suburban population of over 
1.5 million. 
The new manual will specify mini­ 
mum requirements for streets, water, 
sewage, and drainage facilities. No 
builder will be allowed a building per­ 
mit without complying with the man­ 
ual’s requirements. 
Under the 1925 subdivision code, 
many suburban communities have seen 
themselves ringed and pocketed with 
sub-s t a n d a r d developments whose 
building requirements are far b e l o w 7 
those of the incorporated communities 
in the area. 
Such county developments have 
proved particularly burdensome when 
a community’s natural growth has 
caused it to expand and seek annexa­ 
tion of surrounding land. 
In theory then, the object of the 
proposed new code is no doubt in the 
interest of both unincorporated areas 
and suburban communities, as was the 
object of the county’s recently ad- oted 
comprehensive zoning ordinance. Both 
are intended to insure orderly growth 
and maintain high standards. 
Yet there is widespread discontent 
among suburban officials with the zon­ 
ing code. 


Many communities argue that the 
code surrounds their borders with land 
zoned in a manner not compatible with 
the future growth of the communities, 
such as lesser lot size requirements 
than those found in municipal o r d i- 
nances. 
There are also strong objections to 
the mahner in which the code was 
passed. Complaints of several suburbs 
to proposed zoning were ignored be­ 
cause of a technical ruling that such ob­ 
jections were not filed with the county 
clerk’s office. 
Indications are that most officials 
of our northwest suburbs are aware 
that a new* subdivision manual has been 
compiled. Some have requested copies 
of the proposed code as submitted to 
the county board, others haven’t. 
Harry Chaddick, director of the 
county’s Code and Ordinance Revision 
committee, said last week the commit­ 
tee expects opposition to the subdivis­ 
ion manual “only from subdividers, not 
from villages.” 
This forecast may be correct. We 
hope, however, that our suburban com­ 
munities w ill be represented at the pub­ 
lic hearings and will be prepared to ar­ 
gue in detail, 
perhaps collectively, 
against any county subdivision propos­ 
als that are not in the interest of the 
area. It may also be necessary to sup­ 
port provisions that some developers 
would like to see modified.

Hosea C. Paddock in 1898 forged the first link 
in a chain of community newspapers that now en­ 
compasses 36 towns and serves more than 140,000 
readers when he purchased the Palatine Enterprise 
for $175. 
Today the chain consists of fourteen modern sub­ 
urban 
weekly newspa- ------------------------------------- 
pers serving rapidly ex­ 
panding northwest Cook 
and north DuPage coun­ 
ties. They lead all U.S. 
weeklies in advertising 
lineage 
and in newsstand 
sales. 
The Itasca Register, an­ 
nounced this W'eek as the 
newest addition to the Pad­ 
dock group, 
becomes the 
sixth newspaper added to 
the chain since 1955. 
THE ROLLING Meadows 
Herald was founded Febru­ 
ary IO, 1955; the Prospect 
Heights Herald October 13, 
1955; the Addison Register 
June 6, 1957; the Elk Grove 
Herald June 27, 1957; and 
the Hoffman Herald Janu­ 
ary 22, 1959. 
H. C. Paddock came to 
Palatine to start his news­ 
paper 
enterprise a n e w 
wrhen 
fire 
destroyed 
the 
plant 
and 
office 
of

Lake 
County Independent 
in Libertyville. 
From his first office in a 
20 ft. 
by 
24 
ft. wooden 
building in 
Palatine,

While he toured the coun­ 
tryside in horse and buggy 
for subscriptions and news 
items, his 17-year-old son, 
Stuart, acted as composi­ 
tor, pressman, reporter and 
rewriteman. 
FROM Palatine, he drove 
into south Barrington, Han­ 
over, 
and 
Bartlett town­ 
ships and subsequently into 
north DuPage county. 
In April, 1899, Paddock 
went to Arlington Heights 
and for $275 bought 
the 
Cook County Herald, oldest 
weekly newspaper in the 
county. During World War 
I, the Enterprise was com­ 
bined with the other papers 
when the plants at Arling­ 
ton Heights and Palatine 
were consolidated.

church leaders, etc. It col­ 
lects 850 programs “that 
make communities better,” 
and seems to gather every 
conceivable idea for serv­ 
ice. 
It seems curious that we 
have to look around for 
things, to do. In most of 
world history poverty, ill­ 
ness, despair, hunger were 
so obvious that one needed 
little vision, he needed only 
the means and motive to 
carry out service activity. 
Today in a middle class so­ 
ciety we carefully protect 
ourselves 
against 
seeing, 
hearing about, or remem­ 
bering 
human 
need. 
We 
tend to be stratified in the 
kinds of suburbs where need 
is no longer apparent. Yet 
the ‘need to be needed’ is 
still pressing on each of us; 
the 
attempt to live 
our 
Christianity or a pattern of 
ideals demands visible ex­ 
ecution. 
Failing to find obvious 
areas of need wre tend too 
often to fall into disinterest 
and apathy; most suburban 
clubs and many church so­ 
cieties will complain about 
the resultant frivolous and 
superficial level of interest 
that remains to attract peo­ 
ple. 
Gradually the same 
people tend to show up at 
community affairs and the 
rest tend their own gardens. 
When people of good will 
look for things to do they 
are hard pressed to find 
anything near home.
